W H AT IS SQUATTING? 



Basically, squatting means getting into a house 
or flat that is empty and making it your home. Like 
all other households, squatters have the right to 
essential services such as electricity, water, post, 
gas, rubbish collection and so on. Squatting means 
using empty property to live In, empty property that 
would otherwise just rot away. 

IS IT LEGAL ? 

Yes, squatting is 
legal. The only time 
you are committing a 
criminal offence is if 
you cause damage when 
getting into the empty 
property* However, it 
is very difficult to 
prove this in court so 
very few people are 
actually charged.

SQUATTING IN HACKNEY 

The majority of squatted houses in Hackney are 
owned by the council. Some are houses, but most are 
found on the many estates in the borough. Many have 
been empty for months and often years, which means 
that sometimes they're in a bad state of disrepair. 
The time that you can get in a squat can vary from 
between 6 months to a year - or even longer. On the 
whole, the police in Hackney recognise squatting as 
a symptom of the housing crisis and so rarely inter- 
vene. It is also very possible to squat in privately 
owned places and Housing Association houses (as long 
as, of course, they're empty).

WE'RE STILL HERE! 

The future of the long-running 121 anarchist squat centre hangs in the balance. On January 14th, after 18 years of 
occupation, Lambeth Council won a possession order in Lambeth County Court, entitling them to evict the 
squatters after 14 days. The 121 Collective had contested that the council had lost title to the building, under the 12 
year adverse possession principle. The council argued that since the squatters had fought a 1983-5 court case on 
the grounds that they were licensees, they had recognised the council's title to the property. This renders the 12 
year clause irrelevant, as you are not allowed to recognise the council or acknowledge they have any right to evict 
you or grant you a licence, tenancy etc. Since letters were exchanged in June 1985, 1 1 years, 1 1 months and 2 
weeks before the latest proceedings began, the Judge Cox decided the case was still going, although it had been 
adjourned and not come back to court for over 1 2 years. All legal arguments by the 1 21 and learned friends were 
rejected. Leave to appeal was refused. \. 
On Friday February 5th the occupiers of 1 21 were told by the bailiffs that they were coming on to evict us on Monday 
8th. Over the weekend we spread the word and prepared ourselves, flyposting the area, distnbuting newssheets 
and phoning friends and allies. 4U 
For the last 3 weeks, the 121 Collective and friends have been producing publicity: leaflets, letters, emails, the 
South London Stress, posters, a booklet. We've campaigned around the area, drawing links between the eviction 
of 1 21 and the clearance of squatters from the area, the gradual gentrif ication of Brixton and the slow destruction of 
its street culture and communities. As well as increasing council cuts, sell-offs, dubious redevelopments. This has 
achieved us some support, leading us to interesting conversations and ideas about future actions. 



INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT 

Meanwhile emails were being sent from supporters all over the country and the world to the council, demanding the 
eviction be stopped. The council leader Jim Dickson replied that the council needed the money from selling off the 
121 building to help do up Brixton for the good of the locals... yeah yeah. 

CAPPUCINO COUNCIL GIVES US FROTH 

Much of the City Challenge money spent between in the last few years has done little for the locals but allowed the 
middle class to colonise Brixton's Town Centre and push many of us out of our houses, our pubs, and future plans 
intend to knock down parts of the market and shops too. (Not counting large amounts paid as fat salaries to a range 
of professional community-wreckers, or that have just vanished Where did all the money for the tube development 
go?) Many people are a bit suspicious of it all. 

E-DA7? 



Monday morning, at 7am, we were out in the street. The 121 had been barricaded against the bailiffs. When the 
police started sniffing around, we barricaded the street around 1 21 , setting off our air-raid siren and starting up a 
sound system. 

Around 70 of us held the street for about 2 hours. However the cops were a bit confused. Chief Inspector Craggs 
approached us, and in negotiations(with most of us) told us he had already called off the eviction because of public 
order issues. He was being very polite, even cracking jokes. The bailiffs, he said, had been planning to come down 
with a few builders and kick the door in. Not really ready for resistance. We weren't going to be evicted that day - or 
for a few days after, he claimed. 

We held several meetings of all present, discussing what to do. A council officer, from the corporate property dept., 
came to confirm Scraggs' words, so did Brixton top cop Superintendent Stout. So eventually did the bailiffs. It rang 
true. The cops and the council said they were meeting the following day to discuss the 121 . We said we wanted to 
be involved in any discussions. Crabs and Snout said no, but they would talk to us afterwards. 



TAKE US TO YOUR LEADER 

We decided to press the issue. We took down the street barricades, as the bailiffs weren't coming and the cops 
were about to come and do it anyway. We felt we had to persuade the council we were determined to defend 121 
Leaving a group in the building 45 of us proceeded to storm Lambeth Town Hall, running through the building, 
looking for the Council Leader's office. We got there, but Jim Dickson was out. 2 security guards & an office worker, 



assaulted a few of us, overdoing their job for no good reason since we didnt want to fight them The cops amved, 
br^e tr7oughThe office door and chucked us out, handcuffing 5 or 6 people and being generally ^ss pleasant 
man th«rt . been eXon at our barricade. Higher-up coppers may be politicians but your ornery bobby l,kes 
nothing better than kicking ass. We were booted out without arrests. ' 

We'd proved that their building Is easier to get into than ours... 

All in at. the day was a good laugh, and showed that the council and the P*te a» wag ^ the 1 21 and ^rouble 
we can cause It mav be they are stalling, while they prepare a large-scale assault. At the same tome as we were 
block* ?hfst eel 3 targe tocal squats who were writing for the bailiffs were evicted nearby (See elsewhere). 
OnltortS TalteWwn l^uncil officer rang the 121 . He said the Council leader was prepared to meet us, at our 
convenience, to discuss what we wanted. We arranged to meet them 2 days later. 



SUPPING WITH THE DEVIL 

Three of us went to meet with Council Leader Jim Dickson, armed with a mandate from the 1 21 Colle^ive We were 
prepared to ask for a deal, where we got to keep the building, acknowledge the council as our landtordsjwt 
S no renis them not responsible for repairs. We knew we could not afford a proper ten^cy T h^emeO I the 
bn^option. (Lambeth and othercouncils have made this kind of deal before), tf they were willing to negotiate we 

Sl^jfrn was nofwilling to negotiate. He restated what he'd said in replies to the many 

the council: they had to sell the building to raise vital funds for their program to improve Lambeth serv °es. ^e same 
services being but as we speak: schools, libraries, housing. He offered us the opportunity to pay an u"a«°^ble 
amount of cash for one of a number of Lambeth buildings iri the boonies - just where they want us, miles away from 
Brixton our home, where property is hot and its only a short walk to Slippery Jim's office (open all hours). 
We took the list of empties though: cheers Jim, we'll pass them on to people 
made homeless by your policies. 

The whole meeting for Oily Jim was just a Public Relations exercise - covering his back. He only got the tiniest bit 
rattled when we suggested that us resisting the eviction might cost them more than they'd get from the auction. We 
never had much hope of getting something out of the negotiations, and we were right.

Since january 14th, the 121 Centre in Br.ixton has been waiting tor 
the bailiffs, after losing possession to the Council in. Laafceth 
County Court. Over the last 3 weeks we have been camapigning and 
talking to neighbours and locals, and getting alot of support in 
our fight to stay in the building-. 

On Monday 8th, at 7am, we were out in the street. The 121 had been 
barricaded against the bailiffs. When the police started sniffing 
around, we barricaded the street; around 121 and started up a sound 
system. 

Around 70 of us held the street for. about 2 hours. However the 
cops were a bit confused. Chief Inspector Craggs approached us, 
and in negotiations (with most of. us) told us he had already 
called off the eviction because of public order issues. We held 
several meetings of all present, discussing what to do. A council 
officer, from the corporate property dept., came to confirm the 
Scraggs words, so did Br.ixton top cop Superintendent Stout. 
We decided to take down the street barricades, as the bailiffs 
weren't coming and the cops were about to come and do it anyway. 
At the same time as we were blocking the street, 3 large local 
squats were evicted nearby. It was felt that we had to persuade 
the council of our determination to defend the 121. Leaving a 
group in the building around 45 of us proceeded to successfully 
storm Lambeth Town Hall. That afternoon a council officer rang the 
121, the Council leader was prepared to meet us at our conve- 
nience, to discuss what we wanted. We arranged to meet them two 
days later . . .

Three of us went to meet with Council Leader Jim Dickson, armed 
with a mandate from the 121 Collective.

WE'RE STILL HERE! 

The future of the long-running 121 anarchist squat centre hangs in the balance^On January 14th, after 18 years of 
occupation, Lambeth Council won a possession order in Lambeth County Court, entithng therr i to ^ evict the 
sauatters after 14 days The 121 Collective had contested that the council had lost title to the building, under the 12 
^a ^adver^^n principle. The council argued that since the squatters had fought a 1 983- court case on 
the grounds that they were licensees, they had recognised the council's title to the property. This renders the 12 
year clause irrelevant, as you are not allowed to recognise the council or acknowledge they have any right to evict 
you or grant you a licence, tenancy etc. Since letters were exchanged in June 1985, 11 years, 11 months and 12 
weeks before the latest proceedings began, the Judge Cox decided the case was still going, although , had been 
adjourned and not come back to court for over 1 2 years. All legal arguments by the 1 21 and learned friends were 
rejected Leave to appeal was refused 

On Friday February 5th the occupiers of 1 21 were told by the bailiffs that they were coming on to evict us on Monday 
8th. Over the weekend we spread the word and prepared ourselves, flyposting the area, distnbuting newssheets 
and phoning friends and allies. ^ 
For the last 3 weeks, the 121 Collective and friends have been producing publicity, leaflets, letters, emails, the 
South London Stress, posters, a booklet. We've campaigned around the area, drawing links between the eviction 
of 1 21 and the clearance of squatters from the area, the gradual gentrification of Brixton and the slow destruction ot 
its street culture and communities. As well as increasing council cuts, sell-off s, dubious redevelopments. This has 
achieved us some support, leading us to interesting conversations and ideas about future actions. 

INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT 

Meanwhile emails were being sent from supporters all over the country and the world to the council, demanding the 
eviction be stopped. The council leader Jim Dickson replied that the council needed the money from selling off the 
121 building to help do up Brixton for the good of the locals... yeah yeah. 



CATPUCINO COUNCIL GIVES US FROTH 

Much of the City Challenge money spent between in the last few years has done little for the locals but allowed the 
middle class to colonise Brixton's Town Centre and push many of us out of our houses, our pubs, and future plans 
intend to knock down parts of the market and shops too. (Not counting large amounts paid as fat salanes to a range 
of professional community-wreckers, or that have just vanished Where did all the money for the tube development 
go?) Many people are a bit suspicious of it all. 

E-DAY? 

Monday morning, at 7am, we were out in the street. The 121 had been barricaded against the bailiffs. When the 
police started sniffing around, we barricaded the street around 1 21 , setting off our air-raid siren and starting up a 
sound system. 

Around 70 of us held the street for about 2 hours. However the cops were a bit confused. Chief Inspector Craggs 
approached us, and in negotiations(with most of us) told us he had already called off the eviction because of public 
order issues. He was being very polite, even cracking jokes. The bailiffs, he said, had been planning to come down 
with a few builders and kick the door in. Not really ready for resistance. We weren't going to be evicted that day - or 
for a few days after, he claimed. 

We held several meetings of all present, discussing what to do. A council officer, from the corporate property dept., 
came to confirm Scraggs' words, so did Brixton top cop Superintendent Stout. So eventually did the bailiffs It rang 
true. The cops and the council said they were meeting the following day to discuss the 1 21 . We said we wanted to 
be involved in any discussions. Crabs and Snout said no, but they would talk to us afterwards. 



TAKE US TO YOUR LEADER 

We decided to press the issue. We took down the street barricades, as the bailiffs weren't coming and the cops 
were about to come and do it anyway. We felt we had to persuade the council we were determined to defend 1 21 
Leaving a group in the building 45 of us proceeded to storm Lambeth Town Hall, running through the building, 
looking for the Council Leader's office. We got there, but Jim Dickson was out. 2 security guards & an office worker , 



assaulted a few of us, overdoing their job for no good reason since we d»dn t want to fight them The co PS arnved, 
broke through the office door and chucked us out, handcuffing 5 or 6 people and being generally less , pleasant 
than they'd been earlier on at our barricade. Higher-up coppers may be politicians but your ornery bobby likes 
nothing better than kicking ass. We were booted out without arrests. 

We'd proved that their building Is easier to get into than ours... 

All in all the day was a good laugh, and showed that the council and the police are wary of the 1 21 and what trouble 
we can cause. It may be they are stalling, while they prepare a large-scale assault. At the same time as we were 
blocking the street, 3 large local squats who were waiting for the bailiffs were evicted nearby (See elsewhere). 
On Monday afternoon , a council officer rang the 121 . He said the Council leader was prepared to meet us, at our 
convenience, to discuss what we wanted. We arranged to meet them 2 days later. 

SUPPING WITH THE DEVIL 

Three of us went to meet with Council Leader Jim Dickson, armed with a mandate from the 1 21 Collective. We were 
prepared to ask for a deal, where we got to keep the building, acknowledging the council as our landlords, Out 
paying no rent, & them not responsible for repairs. We knew we could not afford a proper tenancy, This seemed the 
only option. (Lambeth and other councils have made this kind of deal before). If they were willing to negotiate we 

SHm Jim was notwilling to negotiate. He restated what he'd said in replies to the many emails supporters had sent to 
the council they had to sell the building to raise vital funds for their program to improve Lambeth services. The ^ame 
services being cut as we speak: schools, libraries, housing. He offered us the opportunity to pay an unaffordabie 
amount of cash for one of a number of Lambeth buildings in the boonies - just where they want us, miles away from 
Brixton our home where property is hot and its only a short walk to Slippery Jim's office (open all hours). 
We took the list of empties though: cheers Jim, we'll pass them on to people 
made homeless by your policies. 

The whole meeting for Oily Jim was just a Public Relations exercise - covering his back. He only got the tiniest bit 
rattled when we suggested that us resisting the eviction might cost them more than they'd get from the auction. We 
never had much hope of getting something out of the negotiations, and we were right. 
We left in the same position as we went in - waiting for the bailiffs and ready to resist.

1 21 Centre Evicted 



After 18 years of continuous occupation and 210 
days of resistance since the courts ruled in favour 
of Lambeth Council, the 121 Centre on Railton Road 
has been evicted. This was not the first time the 
bailiffs had attempted an eviction, back in February 




120 locals, dismayed at the action the council took 
to evict an effective community centre, sealed off 
Railton Road and stood firm against all attempts by 
bailiffs and police to enter the building. A few 
months later the occupants organised a street party 
to show their defiance of the Councils planned evic- 
tion. But it was not until Thursday morning at 
6.30am that the build- 
ing fell victim to Clir. 
Jim Dicksons cancer- 
ous tentacles. The 
seven occupants, faced 
with 150 police in riot 
gear armed with guns 
and sledgehammers 
decided in this case 



that resistance was futile. 
The building has now been systematically deci- 
mated, probably to sit empty for a long time to 
come or to be bought up by some parasitic yup- 
pie looking to make a quick buck out of Bnxtons 
new cleaner 
image. 

Speaking of 
cleansing, 
smug faced Jim 
Dickson said in 
the Evening 
Standard on the 
day of the evic- 
tion that he has 
vowed to clear 
Lambeth of 
squatters, "we 
are systemati- 
cally clearing 
up the borough 
and dealing with the legacy of the past." We 
think Jim would have gone far in Milosovich's 
regime in Serbia.
